REGISTRATION AN IMPORTANT 
FACTOR. 


Attention is called toa provision of 
enacted for this 
State. It is section 25 B, of Chapter 
188, and passed at the January session, 


The law provides that all persons 
coming into Maryland from any other 
State, district or territcry, shall indi- 
cate their intent_to become citizens and 
residents of this State by registering 
their names, residence, age and occu- 
pation, with the Clerk of the Court for 
the county into which they remove, or 
with the Clerk of the Superior Court of 
Baltimore City, if they locate in Balti- 
more. No person coming into the 
State can register until one year after 
locating here, and the time of residence 
is to date from the time of registering 
with Court Clerks. > 

Hundreds of negroes from the South 
have come into Maryland the past fow 
months, particularly in Wicomico, Som- 
erset, the border counties, and to Spar- 
row’s Point, in Baltimore county, 
where they have been given employ- 
ment, In one lot were twenty-six. 
These negroes will all register and vote 
in November, if not closely watched.

Pennsylvania Railroad To Make Its 
Own Gross Ties. 


In order to provide for the future in 
the matter of railroad ties the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company is about to en- 
gage extensively in growing locust trees 
and allits available farm land along 
the lines of the system adapted for 
such purposes is to be planted with the 
trees, The Company has for a “number 
of years been experimenting with lo- 
cust tree planting at different points. It 
has gone about it in a careful and 
scientific manner and the results so far 
obtained warrant undertaking of the 
project ina broader and more exten- 
sive scale. 

The question of the future railroad 
tie supply is one that is being given ser- 
ious attention by not only the Pennsyl- 
vania Rai!road officials, but by those of 
other roads, as the great number annu- 
ally repaired is rapidly depleting the 
timber of the country for such purposes. 
Various experiments with metal and 
thest ties have bien conducted by the 
Pennsylvania and other companies in 
fact, but nothing has so far been 
found to give the same satisfaction as 
the wooden tie. 

It is estimated that it will require 
only 20years for these trees to sufficient 


ly mature to permit of their use for 
railroad ties.

Destroyers of Character. 

» So well known is this fact of uncon- 
scious alteration, and so painful has 
been his experience of its effects, that 
one of our best known United States 
senators has made it a rule to refuse 
all applications for a verbal interview. 
He has been so often misrepresented 
unintentionally that when an inter- 
viewer comes to him he always. says; 
“Write your questiong clearly and dis- 
tinctly upon paper. Then I will write 
my answers and you must print them 
as I give them to you. I do this so that 
there may be no misundarstanding be- 
tween us.“ There ore many social 
falsehoods flonting about every com- 
munity, not because neighbors have 
deliberately Hed against neighbors, but 
because when gossip starts her work 
the statements made in reference to a 
man’s character by oft repetition often 
unintentionally become malformed and 
satanic and character destroying mon- 
strosities. - f 

Social fnlschoods arè prevalent ev- 
erywhere. Ilow are we -to guard 
against them? First and foremost, by 
not making ourselves a medium for 
their propagation. An aspersion on a 
man’s character, once started, Is passed 
from lip to lip until the whole commu- 
nity hears it. But the calumny, often 
undeserved, might be stopped by the 
observation of a simple rule. “Never 


belleve any evil rumor,” my father 
said, “you may hear agulnst your 
neighbor. Never believe it unless you 


have positively heard the evil confes- 
sion from the man's own lips, and even 
then you must hope there Is some mis- 
take about it.“ Never allow yourself 
to listen to any maligner of an innocent 
man’s life and thereby make yourself 
a party in the crime. Never allow 
your imperfect memory to transmit 
what idle gossipers and scandal mon- 
gers may revel in. A fatal lie, Ike a 
wolf in sheep's clothing, sometimes at- 
tempts to robe itself in the garments of 
sincerity. But by the execution of the 
two falsificrs of my text we know that 
God will condemn us when we repeat 
an evil report against our neighbors 
unless we positively and without any 
peradventure know that what we say 
is true. 
Parental Dishonesty. 

Falsehoods in the parental world: 
We would have broadened this head- 
ing and called it “falschoods in the 


When a husband decelves his wife and 
a wife her husband they do it deliber- 
ately and premeditatedly. They do it 
with their eyes wide open, and they 
fully realize the enormity of their sins 
and toward what destructive rocks 
they are heading. But, though a father 
never. tells a falsehood+to his marital 
companion without forethought, that 
parent may thoughtlessly fall into the 
habit of decelving his children. They 
are so young. He thinks they do not 
remember and do not understand. The 
same law applies to the wife as well as 
to the husband. The mother some day, 
wearied by the perpetual racket, says 
to her child, “Now, Harry, if you will 
go to bed this afternoon and take a 
nice long nap I will take you out for a 
ride this evening.” The child goes to 
bed without a murmur. When evening 
comes the mother wishes to do some- 
thing else. The ride is postponed. 
What is the result? She deliberntely 
breaks her promise. She falsifies be- 
cause she docs not think it necessary to 
be honest with her child. 

The father comes to the side of the

who are rapidly coming into the State, 
particularly the Eastern Shore section 
and buying choice farms, During the 
past year real estate brokers in Wicom- 
ico, Somerset and Worcester Counties 
have been doinga thriving business, 
and many Westerners, supplemented 
by a few Northerners, are successful 
owners of paying farms. A radius of 
six miles around Salisbury will strike 
several of these. , 

Secretary Herman Badenhoop, of the 
State Bureau of Immigration is now 
away on an extended trip through the 
West for the purpose of inducing im- 
migration to Maryland He will visit 
Kansas, Nebraska, the Dakotas, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, Illinois and other 
States, and will conduct an educational 
campaign on the advantage of Mary 
land as a farming State as compared to 
the West. 

Numerous letters recently received 
from farmers living in the States named 
showed that there is considerable inter- 
est out there in Maryland, and indicate 
that, properly started, the movement 
of farmers East might assume large 
proportions, This interest is the result 
of the success made by a large number 
of Western farmers who have come to 
Maryland within the past three or four 
years. All of them are apparently 
prosperous. ° ‘ 

At ameeting of the State Bureau 
Secretary Badenhoop submitted a re- 
port showing that during the past 
three months 60 families have come to 
Maryland from the West, nearly all of 
them purchasing farms outright. Dur- 
ing the fiscal year ended May 1 a total 
of 987 people from the West settled in 
Maryland, principally in the country 
districts. The report shows that the 
immigration to the country districts 
from the West far exceeds the immi- 
gration to these districts directly.from 
abroad. Most encouraging letters 
from Western farmers now settled here 
were read to the board. ~

$425.00 and 8400 00; furniture for each 
costing $75 00 making a total of $1888 

Expenses of optrating the schools 
white and colored, were about $45,000. 
Receipts for white schools were $40,- 
637.35, the principal sources of income 
being State free school fund, $1 625.16; 
State school tax, 815, V5. 14; S tate dona 
tion, $1,200 00; County appropriation, 
$12 000 00; manual training, $8,000 00; 
tonger's licenses, $1,282 47; liqnor 
licenser, $400 00. The principal items 
of disbursement were; Teachers salaries, 
$28,004.15; fuel, $1,827.00; repairs, $801; 
apparatus and furniture, $923.00; new 
buildings, $1,163,50° manual training, 
$2,827.91. 

Receipts on account of colored schools 
were 36, 174 42: the disbursements, 
teachers’ salaries, $3,785. 84; manual 
training. $1,482 52; fuel, $263.12. 

Receipts for free book fund were 
$3,985 88, and disbursements, 88, 78 1.61. 

During the year there were in opera- 
tion 87 schools, 80 of which were owned 
by the county. The number of rooms 
occupied was 121, employing 121 teach- 


ers These consisted of 18 male white |- 


principals, 6 male colored principals, 8 
male white assistants, 1 male colored 
assistant, 50 female white principals, 
11 female colored principals; 28 female 
white assistants, 7 female colored 
assistants.

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BANKING IN THE SCHOOLS. 


Why the Plan Is a Good One For 
the Children. 

Banking In the public schools is mect- 
ing with much success wherever it has 
been introduced. By its means chil- 
dren are taught to take care of their 
pennies, which are deposited in their 
school ‘banks, and these seemingly in- 
significant sums soon amount to dol 
lars. The secret and essence of thrift 
tond to exalt things into higher value. 
While it consists In the obtaining and 
putting out of nioncy and decides how 
and at what limit we must savo and 
spend, yet it moves in the higher 
ranges of our nature. Thrift has no 
secrets. It tells frankly of forethought 
and exhibits the process of saving for 
future uso. It looks after little things 
and points the way to carefulness. It 
reaches a thorough knowledge of one’s 
affairs and is exact in its dealings. Ít 
keeps a secret account of its credits 
and debits down to the cent and re- 
ports its balanced accounts daily. It 
keeps company with all the virtues. 
It antagonizes all the vices. It favors 
a full manhood.and works out health- 
ful results from ofttimes most un- 
promising beginnings. 

The school may tench a business 
form without imparting the business 
characteristic, but in school banking 
the latter is the sole aim and design. 
It would not present n young man to a 
business house thoroughly conversant 
with business, but having self indulging 
personal habits. On the other hand, it 
would send the hosts of youtb out into 
awaiting fields of practical endeavor 
knowing how to keep a dollar after It 
has been earned. 

But the practice of the school bank- 
ing system is searcely less advanta- 
geous to the savings institutions recety- 
ing the deposits than to the depositors 
themselves relative alone to financial 
considerations. While the handling of 
a largely lnerensed number of accounts 
entalls.some extra expense and clerical 
labor, yet savings banks have uniform- 
ly founded in compensating conditions 
ample justification for their co-opern- 
tlon with the school. Parents and 
friends have becn stimulated by the 
example of children, noticeably increas- 
{ng the list of depositors and amount 
of deposits. The advantages of the 
savings bank have been thus adver- 
tlsed to the public at a alight expense. 

The school savings bank system is 
now in operation in 1,470 schools of 118 
cities, situated in 24 states of the Un- 
fon, and of 370,457 scholars on the reg- 
ister 106,578 nre depositors of $1,809,- 
611, of which $860,878.48 has been 
withdrawn, leaving a balance of 8430, 
782.52 duc little depositors to January, 
1003. It is calculated that more than 
$2,000,000 has been saved by the Amer- 
ican children since the introduction of 
the plan of 1885. Is not such result 
sufficient to justify the univyersal adop- 
tlon of the plan, which, besides tho 
monetary question, has proved to be a 
powerful agent of social reform ?—Bos- 
ton Transcript. 


8 A Lesson For the Bishop. 

Bishop Nicholson of Milwaukee hasa 
story of personal experience to tell to 
those who scem swamped in worrlcs, 
according to the Milwaukee Journal. 
It happened during the first years of 
bis ministry, when he was rector of a 
Philadelphia church.

The 
text Is Psalm civ, 23, “Man goeth forth 
unto his work and to his labor until 
the evening.” 

“What time is it, mister?“ the work- 
man asked as I went through a large 
factory. “Twenty minutes past 5,” I 
answered. “Ah, then,” said he, “l 
have forty minutes more labor before 
I am my own boss.“ The workman 
kept on pounding—five, ten, fifteen, 
twenty, twenty-five, thirty, forty min- 
utes, During this interval, while the 
minute hand was moving slowly around 
the dial toward the numerical twelve, 
that man and his colaborers continued 
at thelr work. But no sooner did the 
clock begin to strike 6 than a Joud fac- 
tory whistle was blown. Immediately 
the men and the women, the boys and 
girls alike, dropped their tasks and 
turned their backs upon the wheels 
dad and the leather bands. They took off 
their aprons and donned thelr coats 
and hats. The front and the side doors 
of the great building were a vortex 
from which poured an onrushing flood 
of humanity. The electric cars and 
the clevated trains and suburban ex- 
Presses were jammed and crowded by 
the scattering employees not only 
from one but from many stores and 
factories. Everywhere in our large 
cities “man gocth to his¢work and to 
his labor“ In the morning. In the even- 
ing hour man, for the most part, has 
finished his daily tasks and heads to- 
ward home. My text rightly describes 
the social conditions of Davidic times. 
It as truthfully pictures the labor con- 
ditions of the present day. 

The ordinary average laboring man 
works from sun to sun. Now comes 
the practical and pertinent question, 
“How is he to spend his ovenings?” 
This is to be our theme. It is to be our 
subject for two reasons: First, because 
tomorrow is Labor day. It is a day 
legalizéd as a holiday by the state leg- 
islatures, during which all thoughtful 
men and women should discuss or 
bear speeches. upon the great problems 
which affect the laboring classes.

A Spiritual Problem. 

It is our theme because this Immi- 
nent moral and spiritual problem can 
never be rightly solved by the laboring 
man alone. He noeds the help of sym- 
pathetic men who have leisure to think 
and plan and who bave capital which 
they can Invest in educational appli- 
ances that will yield them a return in 
higher efficioncy and grateful loyalty 
to their Interests. The problem of cap- 
{tal and labor must be solved, if ever 
solved, by the Christian co-operation 
both of tho rich and the poor; by Chris- 
tian philanthropists placing in thelr 
employees’ hands the means by which 
they can lift themselves up. 

In the solution of this problem the 
church of Christ should take a promi- 
nent part. It cannot afford to go on its 
way indifferent to the social conditions 
which are fast becoming intolerable. 
The miseries of the poor cry aloud unto 
heaven. To whom bave they a right to 
look for help it not to that institution 
which Christ established for the re- 
demption of the world. What can the 
church do for them? It may do much, 
and first among tho agencies it may 
employ I would place the institutional 
church. Do not imagine that the 
church will be desecrated by such use, 
It can never be a more sacred temple 
than when it provides a place in which 
the workingman will be glad to spend 
his evenings. This does not mean that 
the future church of Christ is to be a 
dance or a billiard ball, a bowling al- 
ley, a lounging place for smokors or a 
free restaurant where tramps and beg- 
gars shall come to get something for 
nothing. It does mean, however, that 
tbe church of Jesus Christ is to be 
something more than a mere place of 
Preaching andshearing. It is to be a 
place of sacred practical helpfulness. 
It is to become eyes for the blind and

A conspicuous illustration of 
that fact ie seen in St. George's Epis- 
copal church of New York ‘city. This 
was once the fa a church of the 
great Dr. Stephen Tyng. This church 
is situated In East Sixteenth street. A 
short. time after the good Dr. Tyng 
died the wealthy parishioners of this 
church began to move away. Thore 
was great talk at one time of abandon- 
ing this site and going farther up town. 
Then came Dr. Rainsford to this pulpit. 
He is a big, warm hearted, practical 
Christian. What did be do? Desert 
that magnificent downtown ficld to 
Satan, as many of our downtown 
churches have dono? No; be made St. 
George's parish right about face. He 
made that church appeal to the classes 
around its very doors. He made it ac- 
complish its work by appealing to the 
neighborhood through the social gate. 


The result is St. Georges Episcopalian 


church, great as its former pastors 
wero, never did the good that it Is do- 
ing today. It Is now appealing to the 
great unchurched classes, Its parish 
houses and social beehives are busy 
Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thurs- 
day. Friday and Saturday as well as 
having Its church auditorium open on 
Sunday. It is a church of the “glad 
hand” and the “every night welcome” 
as well as the church of “holy prayer.“ 
What is true in reference to St. 
George's church is truo of the Judson 
Memorial church of New York and of 
Russell Conwell's church in Philadel- 
phin and of the Park Presbyterian 
church of Newark, N. J., and In one 
sense of the Moody church of Chlengo. 
Ob, why will not all of the churches, 
like those named, learn the value of 
doing thelr work by appealing to the 
social instincts? 

In the most congested parts of our 
cities the saloons have no difficulty to 
live. They appeal to mankind through 
the social gate. Upon thelr windows 1 
see these words advertised everywhere: 
“Free Lunch.” What does that mean? 
Have the saloon keepers suddenly de- 
come philanthropists? Are they ani- 
mated with the gospel desire to feed 
tbe poor and care for the starving? 
Oh, no! »The saloon keeper ls a man 
shrewd and keen In business. He says: 
“If I with a sandwich can-only entice 
my victims“into my hell hole, theu 1 
can keep them here by the social in- 
stinct. I will then surround them 
with my hirelings and bold them in 
grips of steel.“ There is an old saying 
in church circles, “Give the people a 
free lunch and there ls no difficulty in 
collecting a crowd.” If the saloon 
keepers enn ntròrd to give a free lunch 
every morning, noon and night in the 
service of the devil I do not believe it 
a poor policy once in awhile on a week 
night for the institutional church to 
give a "free lunch” in the name of 
Christ. 

Evil In@uences to Counteract, 

When some months ago 1 went 
through the Chicago slums in company 
with tho officers of the law, hunting 
for the debauched husband of one of 
my church members, | found In many 
of these evil resorts that free vaude- 
ville shows were given in order to de- 
coy and draw In crowds. If the Satan- 
le proprietor can afford to do that I 
do not believe It out of place for Chris- 
tlans on the week nights to offer re- 
fined social entertainments to gather 
the great unchurched masses into a 
church followship in the name of 
Christ. 

When I go down the street of a Mon- 
day night, past church. after church, 
tomblike and silent and dark on ac- 
count of thelr closed doors, and find 
the billiard balls in full Mlumination 


and crowded with the young men of 


our land, I know then that there ts 
something wrong. 


in the name of Christ through the so- 
cial gate. I know that tbe institutional 


chureb is right when, to counteract 


that evil influence, it throws wide 


open its church bulidings and offers to

Another, means of Dencfiting. the 
workingman is to Insist on the observ- 
ance of the Lord's day. The Sabbath 
day as a sacred rest day is to be a 
great factor, in tenching the laboring 
classes how rightly to spend their 
evenings. It is not only, as William 
B. Gladstone once expressed it, to be 
“the great conservator of physical 
health,” but also the golden gate which 
shall open to let the laboring man into 
the higher and nobler life of the Spirit. 
It ia to be the foundation stone of the 
sacred: church. It is also to be the 
foundation stone of the pure home nnd 
of the pure place of evening entertain- 
ment. z ‘ 

An oriental legend In a very graphic 
way taught the truth of Ralph Waldo 
Emerson's terse saying, “The Sabbath 
day ia the very core of civilization,” 
both spiritual and temporal. It pictur- 
ed King Solomon on his way to visit 
the queen of Sheba. While journeying 
along he came to a valley filled with a 


becullar tribe of monkeys. By inquiry 


from the neighboring people he found 
that this tribe of monkeys was the di- 
rect descendants of n Jewish colony 
which long ago had settled In that val- 
ley. This pcople as a people bad start- 
ed on their social degeneracy when 
they, through avarice, had learned to 
despise the Sabbath day. Sabbath 
desecration always means a degener- 
ating man. It means the human race 
descending from the godlike to the 
brutelike. On the other hand, the in- 
direct lessons of this legend are niso 
truo. Tench a man how to worship 
God aright on Sunday and you stiffen 
his backbohe, You will raise his fore- 
head's dome. You will also teach him 
how to live aright, both during the 
week day and the week ulght. 

“But,” again says some one to me, 
“why do you use the future tense? 
Why do you say, ‘The Sabbath day is to 
be the golden gate which shall open to 
det the laboring man into the higher 
and the nobler Ufe of the Spirit?) Why 
do you not use the present tense or 
even the past tense?” Because, my 
friend, to a great extent, Avarico, with 
her dusky handmalds, Blasphemy and 
Wanton Pleasures, have stolen away 
our blessed Sabbath. When Agassiz 
first landed upon our shores he was 
asked what most Impressed him about 
the new world. “The quict of the ‘Amor- 
can Sabbath,” was bis reply. But, alas, 
alas, the American Sabbath is not now 
a day of rest and worship, but of work 
and pleasure seeking. In many large 
eities and in many country villages the 
stores are opened, and business, if not 
“running Tt full bläst. la belng done at 
least with driving force. The barber 
shops and grocery stores and drug stores 
and dry goods stores and liquor stores 
and billiard balls and theaters and 
often foundrice and factories are open 
and know no difference between Sun- 
day and Monday or Saturday. “The 
question ‘How shall we keep Sunday? 
is fast acquiring a secondary signif 
cance,” once powerfully spoke Bishop 
Huntington. “Once the fear was that 
the Sunday wight be broken. Now the 
anxiety te ‘eat it be wholly lost. In 
a word, we are threatened witb the 
forfelture of an available franchise, the 
annulment of an ancient charter, and 
it ts bigh time that we bestit our- 
selvos.” Yes, yes, Bishop Huntington 
well spoke the truth. The Sabbath day 
ta to be a great factor in the future in 
teaching the laboring classes how to 
spend their evenings, because now the 
Babbath day as a day of rest has been 
stolen away. It must be recaptured. 
Tt Is high time that the labor unlons of 
tbis land and the church of Jesus Christ 
join hands to win back that Sabbatic 
treasure which Lord Benconsfield— 
who, likè King Solomon, was a Jew-- 
ence declared “was the greatest blessa- 
ing ever given by God to man.” 

A Reatfal Sunday. 

The labor unions muy logically base 
thelr claims upon physical grounds. 
“Rest, rest! Give us more rest!" cry 
the barber unions and the grocery clerk 
unions and the drug store clerk onions 
and all other unions.

City has had in the last 20 years. 

About 8 o’clock Tuesday afternoon 
some of the pound fishermen thought 
they saw signs of a'blow and sent their 
crews to sea to lower the neta. The 
wind had been easterly all the alter- 
noon, At 11 P. M. it shifted to north: 
east and gradually increased to a gule. 

Every building in the city shook and 
trembled as if it would de blown from 
the foundations, and about every build 
ing suffered to tome extent. The roof 
was blown from the big bathing pavil 
ions of Gilbert B. Cropper and a'so 
from the pavilion of J. D. Rayne. The 
Rayne IIotel suffered considerubly. 
The Atlantic Casino's upper porch was 
torn away, as was aleo a part of the 
roof of the new casino building. The 
Mount Pleasant sun parlor was demol 
ished. The Colonial Hotel was partly 
unroofed and a part of the upper porch 
railing was blown into the house, 
frightening the inmates. 

The cottage belonging to Dr. Paul 
Jones had the porch roof blown away. 
Mr. F. W. Pilling’s cottage, near the 
upper end of the boariwalk, had the 
foundation damaged. 

The Plimhimmon and Atlantic Ho- 
tela suffered little damage, and these 
are about-the-only-ores--ghat-ecoa 
The boardwalke suffered, as did the 
tracks of the Baltimore, Chesapeake 
and Atlantic Railway Company. 

The Peel cottage, which is occupied 
by Mr. Melville Church and his family 
of Washington, was in a perilous posi- 
tion, and the family were compelled fo 
leave it. The occupants tied themselves 
together with ropes, and just as they 
were about to step into the water, 
which was waist deep around their cot- 
tage, the back porch on which they 
were standing gave way and plunged 
them headlong. Four’ sturdy men 
dragged them from the water and they 
were taken to the cottage of Dr. J. E. 
Jones, of Washington, where dry cloth- 
ing Was furnished. Dr. Jones was one 
of the rescuing party. 

The cottages occupied by Judge J. 
C. Clements, Duane E. Fox and Thom- 
as E. Waggaman, all of Washington, 
were damaged slightly. The few cot 
tagers remaining heréare packing their 
belongings and preparing to leave. 

The fishermen were the worst suffer 
ers. Some of them lost their entire pos- 
sessions, All were damaged more or 
less, some losing an entire set of nets 
costing $1,000. Nearly All of them had 
their boats smashed. 

The fish camp of Strimple Bros. & 
Luilam was blown from its founda- 
tion, and, in escaping from the build- 
ing, Charles Johnson had his arm 
broken. A hcuse occupied by William 
Pitts was blown from its foundations.

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“SPONTANECUS LIFE.” 


Dr. Bosilan's Thenry Was Reruted 
by Tyndall) anu Otre: y 

The discussion concerning the ca- 
periments of the Indlann physician 
who is reported as claiming that he 
succeeded in creating life in the form 
of animated. substances, or germs, 
brings to mind the old discussion of 
spontaneous generation versus, bloger- 
„ Wherein the famous Dr. Bastlan 
ured as the advocate of the possibil- 
ty of spontaneous generation and was 
apparently refuted by Professor Tyn- 
dall and others, A brief resume of- 
that discussion is contained in the late 
Henry Drummond's “Natural Law In 
the Spiritual World.“ In that work 
Professor Drummond opened his lu— 
minous chapter on “Blogenests” as fol- 
lows: f 

“For 200 years the scientific world 
has been rent with discussions upon 
the origin of life. Two great schools 
have defended exactly opposite views 
—one that matter can spontancously 
generate life, the other that life can 
only come from pre-existing life. The 
doctrine of spontaneous generation, as 
the first is called, bas been revived 
within recent years by Dr. Bastian, 
after a series of elaborate experiments 
on the beginnings of life.” 

Then, after stating Rastlan's theory 
in Bastians own words, Professor 
Drummond gocs more into detail. 
“Glass vessels are three parts filled 
with infusions of hay or any organic 
matter, They are boiled to kill all 
germs of life and hermetically sealed 
to exclude the outer air. The alr in- 
side, having been exposed to the boil- 
‘Ing temperature for many hours, is 
supposed to be likewise dead, so that 
any, life which may subsequently ap- 
pear in the closed flasks must have 
sprung Into being of itself. In Bas- 
tlan's experiments, after every expe- 
dient to secure sterility, life did appear 
inside in myriad quantity. There- 
fore, he argued, it was spontancously 
generated.” And those who disproved 
Bastian's theory found that he had 
committed two errors. 

First, to quote again from, Professor 
Drummond, “Professor Tyndall re- 
peated the experiment, only with a 
precaution to insure absolute sterility 
suggested by a discovery of his own. 
He concelved that there. might still be 
undestroyed germs In the air inside 
the flasks. He manipulated hig ex- 
perimental vessels in an atmosphere 
which under the high test of dptical 
purity was absolutely germless. Hero 
not a vestige of life appeared. Hè va- 
ried the experiment in every direction, 
but matter In the germless alr never 
~ SMe UUE A eee 

“The other error was detected by Mr. 
Dallinger, Ife found among the lower 
forms of life the most surprising and 
indestructible vitality. Many animals 
could survive much higher tempera- 
tures than Dr. Bastian had applied to 
annihilate them. These experiments 
have practically closed the question. 
The attempt to get the living out of the 
dead has failed. Spontaneous genera- 
tion has had to be given up. And 
even while confessing that he wishes 
the evidence were the other way Tyn- 
dall is compelled to say, ‘I affirm that 
no shred tr trustworthy experimental 
testimony ‘oxists to prove that life in 
our day has ever appeared independ- 
ently of antecedent life.““ — Boston 
Transcript.

A VERY WET-CITY. 


New Orleans Has to Be Pumped Dry 
After Every Rain. 


The city of New Orleans, like most of 
the and at each side of the Mississippi 


The whole city 
would be inundated by the river occa- 
sionally if it were not protected by a 
levee along the river front. The city is 
also protected by levees running at 
right angles to the river, one above the 
city and one below It, and also by a 
levee long the shore of Lake Pontchar- 
train and by levees along the banks of 
the various canals which reach from 
tbat lake into the territory of the mu- 
nicipality. 

New Orleans is so near the mouth of 
the river that the land upon which the 
city is built is not only lower than the 
high water stage of the river, but is in 
part lower than the level of the gulf of 
Mexico and of the various lakes in the 
vicinity of the city. Therefore there is 
no natural drainage for the land in- 
closed by the levees surrounding the 
town. The rainwater that falls upon 
this area has to be pumped so as to 
force it into elther Lake Pontehartrain 
or Lake Borgne. The city itself covers 
a large area, ulthough the major por- 
tion of its area is not built up as a city. 
The part at present chiefly occupied by 
buildings consists of a strip a mile or 
so wide along the bank of the river. 

This area is the subject of rainfalls, 
the greatest of which for many years 
has been about seven and a hult inches 
within twenty-four hours, which is 
equivalent to a cube of water 870 feet 
long, wide and deep. Of course such a 
rain occurs only at very rare lutervals. 
In 1804, before work on the new drain- 
age system was commenced, records 
were kept of the amount of rainfall 
each year, and these records bave been 
continued until the present time. Dur- 
ing the month of July, 1894, 325,739,830 
cubic feet of water were drained away 
from about half the total area included 
in the drainage plan. This discharge 
for one month Is equivalent to a cube 
of water 685 feet on each edge or to a 
lake ten miles long, 600 feet wide and 
10 feet deep or to a canal 80 miles long, 
40 feet wide and 20 fect deep.—Engi- 
neering Magazine.

Half of North América lics in the 
temperate belt between the thirtieth 
and fiftieth parallels of north latitude. 
Only oneelghth of South America lles 
in the corresponding zone. ` Three- 
fourths of South America and only 
one-fourteenth of North America lie in 
the tropics. 

Of the small portion of North Amer- 
fea within the tropics a considerable 


part is so elevated as to enjoy a tem- 
perate climate like the great plain of 
Mexico. On the other hand, South 
America, in spite of the high Andes, 
averages lower above sen level than 
any other great body of land in the 
world. 

Professor Talcott Williams, before 
the Academy of Political and Social 
Science, stated the population of North 
America at 00.000.000, of whom 758. 
000,000 are white. South America has 
some 40,000,000, of whom it may be 
doubted if over 8,000,000 are of pure 
white blood. 

There are, however, comparatively 
few negroes in South America. There 
the “colored race” is Indian or ‘‘mes- 
tizo”—mixed. In Venezuela, Colombia 
and Brazil only 5 to 10 per cent are 
white. Brazil has 42 per cent of 
whites; Argentina even more. 

In consequence Argentina is the only 
country in the world that is growing 
faster flan the United States. Uru- 
guay and Chile have also grown, al- 
though less rapidly. Most of the others 
have for half a century not progressed 
at all. Paraguay lost, according to Dr. 
Williams, “a round million of {ts 1,258,- 
000 during the Lopez wars.” 

In Brazil, Argentina and Chile gov- 
ernment is stable, trade flourishes and 
industry thrives. If the other coun- 
tries are less flourishing and relinble 
politically, they are doling as well as 
could be expected with inferior popula- 
tion.

The Pecan, Now Much Talked About 
as a Rising Money Maker. 

One of the latest Industries to be 
boomed is pecan growing. Some en. 
thusiasts even Bee In this valuable nut 
a rival asa money maker to the peach, 

Botanically the pecan (Hicorla pecan) 
belongs to the hickory family. The 
tree Is one of the largest of the forest, 
growing from 75 to 170 feet bigh, with 
wide. spreading branches and sym- 
metrical domellke top. 

The nuts are generally oblong nnd 
vary lu welght from 25 to over 100 
per pound. The shells are relatively 
thin and much more easily- cracked 
than those of the common hickory nut. 

The pecan Is found native In river 
bottoms from lown and Kentucky 
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THE PRAN, 
southwest Into Mex'co, and seems to 
prefer a molst rich voll. It Is success- 
fully grown, however. In many other 
states and ou a variety of soils. The 
Michignn station reports that pecan 
trees obtained from lowa nuts bave 
grown well at the South Haven sub- 
station since 1800 and proved entirely 
hardy. The Stuart pecan from Texas, 
however, las required protection to 
prevent Its killing back each winter. 

Generally pecans will not be commer- 
cially successful north of parallel 40. 
Pecan nuts are grown on a commercial 
scale In California, and orchards have 
been planted In a number of southern 
states. Texas and Louisiana at pres- 
ent furnish the bulk of the annual 
crop, mostly from native trees. 

Florida is belleved to be well adapted 
to the growth of pecans, especially lu 
the western and northern parts, and 
there seems to be opportunity for a cop- 
siderable. extension of the Industry. 
Trees grow In Florida on a number of 
solls, varying from the black hummock 
to the less fertile bigh pine lands. On 
the richer soll the trees seem to develop 
wood at the es peuse of the frult, while 
on poor solls tbe trees make less wood 
and bear more frult. A Georgla grower 
stated that be had found sandy loam 
solls with a eluy zubsoll the best for 
pecans. l 


Ways of the Apple Growers. 

One prominent eastern apple grower 
bas Insistently proclaimed, “If you 
want large apples, cultivate your or- 
chards.” 

Another declares with equal empha- 
ais, “If you want good npples—good 
crops and good colur—keep your or- 
chards lu sod and graze them with 
sheep.“ 

And now a third points out that tbe 
coyal road, a la nature, is a dense 
growth of blue grass lu the orehurd. to 
be ench season mowed und raked up 
as a mulch around the trees. , 


Florists’ Fertiliser For Roses. 
William Stewart of the Indlana agti- 
cultural experiment station has recom- 
mended the following general formula 
for use In rose growing: Superphos- 


phate, 130 pounds; sulphate of am- 


monia, 13 pounds; nitrate of soda, 31 
pounds; sulphate of potash, 26 pounds. 
Use at the rate of one ounce to one 
gallon of water and apply once each 
week at the rate of two quarts per 
square yard of bench surface. 


Apples For a Commercial Orehard. 

The Missouri state fruit experiment 
station bas issued a report on ‘varieties 
of apples which is more tban state im- 
terest. It discusses ns varieties sulta- 
ble for a commercial orchard: Mix- 
onite (Ozark Mammoth), Payne's Keep- 
er, Ben Davis, Gano, Jonathan, Grimes 
Golden, Arkansas Mammoth, Black 
Twig, Wivesap, Huntsman, York Im- 
perial, Rawle's Jenet, Borne Beauty. 
Willow Twig and Lowell. 


The Lily of the Valley In the House. 

If forcing Illy of the valley lu pots, 
do not water overbend so ns to soak the 
flowers; they suffer by it The forlet 
forces this dainty flower very rapidly 
in a high temperature, the roots being 
planted close together lu pure sand; 
but in house culture it must be given 
more time, being treated like other 
spring bulbs. —Exchange. 


Summer ang Winter. 

The plants that do well In the win- 
ter are those that have bad special 
summer care and training. Carna- 
tions, for Instance, must be kept dis- 
budded during the summer that they 
may gather force for winter dowerlug. 

Manuring Roses. 

Roses delight In a rich, luellning to 
heavy soll. Each fall the ground about 
them should be covered from two to 
four Inches decp with well rooted sta- 
ble manure. This sbould be spaded in 
the next spring. Bonemeal is also good. 


Locomotive Headlights. 

A recent improvement in railroad lo 
comotive headlights is to send a beam 
of light vertically from the locomotive, 
as well as straight ahead. The column 
of light rising vertically from the loco- 
motive can be seen from a great dis- 
tance, even though a hill should inter- 
vene to hide the ordinary headlight 
and dull the sound of the whistle. The 
searchlight effect used aboard ships is 
thus to some extent utilized. An ap- 
proaching locomotive with this device 
‘always signals its coming with a “pil- 
lar of fire” by night, producing an

In the testimony of John the 
Baptist and in the Heavenly Father's 
voice, which sounded over the dripping 
locks of the Son of God when Christ 
was baptized, we can prove them.

hands and wounded feet and wounded 
head and gaping ride, Into which the 
Roman soldier thrust his spear? Yes. 
My Lord and my God is a self sacrific- 
ing teacher. He gave his life for his 
gospel students, He died that we might 
live. 
Christ's Greater Purpose. 

But the Divine Teacher Christ has a 
far greater purpose than to merely 
save his gospel students. He teaches 
his disciples, who sit at his feet in or- 
der that they may become like bim, 
how they in turn may carry his mes- 
sage and truth to the farthermost parts 
of the earth. He looks upon his stu- 
dents with respect to their future, as 
every true instructor ought to do. I 
once rend of a famous teacher who 
never entered his classroom but he al- 
ways took off his bat and bowed be- 
fore his scholars as though be was 
coming into the presence of a king, 
“for,” he said, “no one knows what 
future ruler or leader of the people 
may de developing under my touch. 
Therefore I wish to show my stud nts 
proper respect.” Christ lu the same 
way is looking at his gospel students 
through the eyes of prophecy. He 18 
the Divine Instructor, who teaches his 
disciples’ that’ through them we may 
learn the way of life. Me ts teaching 
his disciples in order that the count- 
less multitudes, groping about In the 
darkness of heathendom, may through 
us be brought into saving touch with 
the cross. 

To duplicate the teacher's knowledge 
and life in the Iives of his students 18 
always the far reaching purpose of true 
teaching. Why did General Samuel 
Chapman Armstrong found the Hamp- 
ton scbool near Old Point Comfort, and 
why was that other Indinn school es- 
tablished In Carlisle, Pa.? It was in 
order to take the Indian boys and girls 
from the far west to the east, there to 
bring, them Into touch with the white 
man's teachers and the white man's 
ways and then to send those Indian 
boys back to their tribes in the hope 
that the civilized red man would in 
turn civilize his brothers nnd sistersr 
Why does Booker T. Washington's work 
have the hearty support of the white 
men both of the north and the south? 
Because he Is trying to duplicate his 
plain, common sense, practical life in 
the lives of his students. Ile is not 
trying to teach the doctrine that the 
white and the black races should in- 
termarry. He is the apostle preaching 
that lite means work; that the black 


children who are now assembling in 
our school-bouses are being prepared 
for a manhood and womanhocd of use- 
ful service, so the men and women in 
Christ's school havè reached a higher 
grade. Thoy, too, are being educated 
and trained for a grander career, The 
lessons are hard to learn, the discipline 
is often painful. But we go to our 
tasks with a brave heart when we dis- 
cover thät there is a purpose in it all. 
We can bear hardship and persecution 
and affiiction when we know that they 
are developing in us qualities which we 
shall need in a better world than this. 
Thus trials come to us with new faces. 
We can understand now our Divine 
Teacher's inaugural message: “Blessed 
are they that mourn;” “Blessed are 
they who hunger and thirst,” for un- 
der his blessed teaching we have learn- 
ed that “all things work together for 
good to them that love God.” 

Thus, my Christian frfends, by the 
words of my text, I open to you a life 
of endless gospel activity. First. as a 
student, you are to come into touch 
with Jesus. You are to he like your 
great Divine Master. This will not be 
very difficult if you will only come 
near enough to Christ, if you will only 
live in his presence day by day. It. 
has often been said among the alumni 
of Williams college that each student 
who ever lived under the influence of 
Mark Hopkins had a distinctive stamp 
placed upon him which marked him 
as a “Hopkinsite.” So if you live near 
to Jesus you will have his stamp upon 
you, You wil) become Christlike; you 
will become “good,” or like God. You 
will not, as did the ignorant country 
boy, copy n chromo stamped on a dally 
newspaper page and call that “art.” 
You will be as one who stodles a great 
original masterpiece. Your model will 
be Jesus. !a:uitivety, consciously and 
unconsciously. by walking ln bis pres- 
ence you will absorb his personality in 
your life. 

The second purpose of this text ts to 
send you forth os gospel evangelists. 
You are to go up and down the street 
and preach everywhere the sweet sto- 
ry of Jesus. You are to do this because 
if you ore true gospel students you will 
as naturally talk about your Divine 
Tencher ns a bird hatched under a 
songstress’ wing will sing; as a seed 
dropped from a rosebush will develop 
into n rose; as n dewdrop first touched 
of the morning sun will sparkle like a 
diamond; as a dying sunset will gild 
the overhanging clouds with passemen-

This world began with music, At 
the laying of its foundations the 
morning stars sang together, and all 
the sons of God shouted for joy.“

{ should like to hear some of, its sub- 
lime echoes among the earth’s present 
discords. But they are yet sounding, 
even though mortal ears are too dull to 
catch any of their strains; and they 
will sound on through all the remain- 
ing years, until they meet the blast of 
the final trump, that instrumental solo 
sending its harmony through the depths 
of the sea and through every graveyard, 
waking the dead and announcing the 
Judgment. The world that began with 
music is to end with music. That past 
melodious fact and that melodious fact 
yet to come, along with the fact of 
woods and fields vocal with bird songs, 
and purling streams, and autumn or- 
chestration, and the ceaseless duet of 
the ocean’s breakers and the strand, 
prove that God isa loverof music. 
Heaven is pictured as a place of music. 
Its inhabitants praise God with music 
chords. The lowly shepherds of the 
Judean hills, the night that Christ was 
born, listened to one bar of one of the 
songs they are accustomed to sing up 
thera in the presence of the Throne. 
There ought to be more attention 
paid to music in our churches. In this 
respect the Jewish Church was in ad- 
vance of the Christian Church. What 
is the Book of Psalms? It was the 
hymn book of that ancient church. Its 
various poemsare in lyricform, not 
meant simply tobe read, but sung. 
They were so used in the services of the 
Temple. In that temple there was a 
choir of four thousand voices. This 


vast choir was accompanied by an or- 


chestra of one hundred and twenty 
trumpets, these still further re-inforc- 
ed by harps and psalteries'and cymbals, 
They believed in music in those days. 
They believed in worshiping God with 
a joyful noise. What must have been 
the effect when the waves of that tre- 
mendous intermingling of harmonies 
beat against the walls of the Temple! 
It must have been grand and thrilling 
to the very highest degree. 

But the music was not all confined 
tothe choir and the orchestra. The 
congregation also made melody. The 
singers and the inetruments led the ser- 
vices rp bao ey Reha the great gal- 
leries, the people below responding, the 
lightning flash of the one followed by 
the thunder of the other. The sound 
of that combined chorusing and orches- 
tration, and the answer of the throngs, 
asitsurged through the air of the 
Temple, must have been sublimely 
overwhelming, like the doxology of the 
ocean when a north east storm Titta its 
baton of tempest, the breaking billows 
spilling their reverberating notes in 
foam along the beach, 

Now, it seems to me that the practice 
of those days ought to be imitated in 
these daye. We bave more reason for 
rejoicing in God than had they. If the 
twilight of redemption called for such 
volumes of gladness, hat, I ask, 
should be the demand of the sunrise 
and the midnoon ? 

We need not only a praying Church, 
but also a singing Church. Let the 
multiplied hosts of the Lord's anointed 
praise God. Too often our Christian 
services have in them only a dribble of 
song; only a few tongues trembling 
with music chords; and the chill in the 
air is so intense that this little trickling 
rill of praise freezes into icicles upon 
the lips. What else could be expected? 
If any church is polar in its spiritual 
temperature, blocks of ice piled in 
rows along its pews, or snowbanka 
drifted along its walls, we are bound 
to look for a corresponding frigidity in 
the worship. Nothing better prepares 
a minister for preaching than an out 
flow of warm-hearted singing—the Gulf 
Stream of onward-moving doxologies 
along the coast of the pulpit. Let us 
wake op, the tongue vibrant with God’s 
praise in church service, in prayer- 
meeting. in Sabbath school. If the 
united shout of Xerxes’ army stunned 
the birds flying overhead, bringing 
them down from their flight, what 
blessings might descend upon the 
whole Church of God from hearty 
voicing of praise and mighty accomp 
animent of instrumental music? 

So do we need to put more music in- 
to our individual lives. According to 
some minds this world is a vast Sahara 
Desert or an enlarged North Pole. 
What is required of all such is a change 
of thought. You cannot get sweetness 
out of a swill-tub. Neither can it be 
expected that pessimists will do any 
singing. There are man persons 
whose whole occupation in Tite is that 
of shutting their eyes to the light of 
happiness. It is a most unfortunate 
occupation. It brushes all gladness 
from the lips. It sweeps all joy from 
the heart. It spoils the disposition. 
Such persons should cultivate a gar- 
den, keeping down the weeds, po that 
the flowers of faith and hope may grow 
there, making it an inviting place for 
bees, and summoning the birds of the 
air to sift upon it many a grain of 
cheerful song. That is what I mean by 
putting music into the life. 

We read that Dayid was skillful 
with his harp. He was employed sev 
eral times to plny before King Saul, 
thus relieving that monarch's melan- 
choly. But,David, no doubt, used his 
harp for his own good. It must have 
solaced him many a time during the 
loneliness of his shepherd watches. 8o 
must it often have made joyous many 
an hour when he was a warrior in camp, 
awaiting the shock of the morrow’s 
battle. As troubles multiplied his 
fingers toyed with the etrings of that 
instrument more and more, The

is harp, the Spirit inspiring him in 

their conception and expression. Faith 
in God was the music of David's life. 

So when discouraged by our outlook 
into an evil world, when our plans 
break and fall, sending the dust of dis- 
appointmentin choking clouds around 
the heart, when tears dim our vision 
and rain upon our lips, the emotion of 
grief interfering with utterance, when 
adversity storms through our business, 
when death bang its shadows around 
our homes and digs graves out in the 
churchyard that close upon loved 
faces, let not life’s music hushed, 
Though the hand trembles somewhat, 
neverthelees open its fingers, the right 
hand, then the left hand, and pull tbe 
strings of the harp of the soul, filling 
the air with musio. Those strains wilt 
rise heavenward, higher rising, still 
higher, beyond the height of earth's 
loftiest mountain peaks, beyond where 
eagles fly, beyond the stars, and ending 
their journey at the Throne of Him 
whose ears are continually kissed with 
musio, “WILLIAM Henry BAN CRO r.
